Its white wood 
has many dealrable qualities aid 
serves our needs In many A ays. It Is 
• tree that cannot stand forest tires. 

Have you noticed how the white 
pine la coming back? Wherever 
the forest hasn't been burned for 
several years thousands of llitle seed 
lings have taken root and In time un¬ 
der care will become a p.irt uf our 
nation's natural resource. 

On your neat trip up Brown's 
Creek notice how the white pine Is 
coming Into openings In the forest 
and on old Held* on Browns Moun¬ 
tain. To those of you who are Inter¬ 
ested In forestry, a trip tnrough the 
6enecs Forest will show you what 
progress can he made, In growing 
while pine when care Is taken to 
keep out the tire ami the low grade 
trees are removed In order to give 
the white pine more room to grow. 
In the hardwood part of the forest 
notice how well the trees are growing 
li\ height and diameter. 

Growing timber may seem like an 
expensive long-time proposition, but 
II can be done. The principles to 
follow are chiefly lire prevention and 
oaieful logging.
